Peter  III  (1728-1762)  was  grandson  of  Peter  the  Great,  son  of  Karl  Friedrich  of  Holstein-Gottorp  and  Peter’s 
eldest  surviving  daughter  Anna.

Sovereigns  were  struck  at  Ottawa  in  limited  numbers  during  World  War  I.  Most  were  probably  shipped  to  the  U.S.  in  payment 
for  war  supplies  and  then  melted.  For  many  years  only  three  examples  of  this  date  were  known;  by  1969,  noted  Canadian  collector 
John  McKay-Clements  knew  four  pieces.  Today  this  number  is  somewhat  higher  but  still  tantalizingly  low  for  any  modern  Cana- 
dian (or  world)  gold  coinage.  The  appearance  of  any  specimen  is  both  a numismatic  event  and  an  exceptional  opportunity  for  the 
collector.  The  present  coin  was  a gift  to  the  consignor  by  her  father,  an  old-time  collector  of  the  1950’s.  His  family  believes  the  time 
has  come  to  share  this  extraordinary  rarity  with  today’s  collectors.

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THE  LEGENDARY  PATTERNS  OF  EDWARD  VIII 

Later  Duke  of  Windsor 

Prince  Edward  Albert  David  was  born  in  1894  to  George  and  Mary,  Duke  and  Duchess  of  York,  later  King 
George  V and  Queen  Mary.  His  father  became  King  in  1911  and  Edward  was  created  Prince  of  Wales  in  1911. 


The  young  Prince  of  Wales  was  one  of  the  most  popular  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  hailed  as  a modernizing  \ 
factor  for  the  monarchy.  He  spoke  out  against  the  brutal  conditions  of  British  working  men  in  the  depths  of  the  \ 
Great  Depression.  His  triumphal  visits  to  the  United  States,  South  Africa,  Australia  and  Argentina  made  him  a , 
world  celebrity  of  the  1920’s  and  beyond.  ' 


His  social  circle  and  refusal  to  marry  troubled  his  conservative  father,  though  it  made  the  Prince  the  living  sym- 
bol of  the  relaxed  conventions  of  the  Jazz  Age.  He  ascended  the  throne  as  King  Edward  VIH  upon  his  father’s 
death  early  in  1936,  and  was  expected  to  lead  Britain  out  of  Depression  into  a new  age  of  harmony  at  home  and  in 
the  British  Empire. 


These  hopes  were  dashed  on  Dec.  10,  1936,  when  the  young  King  abdicated  in  order  to  marry  a twice-divorced 
American,  Wallis  Warfield  Simpson.  Edward  and  Wallis  had  been  intimate  since  1930,  but  her  existence  had  never 
been  publicized  by  the  British  press  (a  remarkable  contrast  to  the  Royal  Family’s  press  coverage  in  more  recent 
times!) 


The  Abdication  came  as  a bombshell  to  an  unsuspecting  British  public,  though  close  associates  (including  Winston 
Churchill)  were  aware  of  the  behind  the  scenes  struggle  between  the  King,  Prime  Minister  Stanley  Baldwin  and  Archbish- 
op of  Canterbury  Cosmo  Gordon  Lang.  Edward’s  statement  in  his  radio  broadcast  that  he  was  leaving  his  throne  to 
marry  “the  woman  I love’’  made  him  one  of  the  greatest  romantic  figures  of  history. 


No  coins  were  released  to  circulation  portraying  Edward  VIH,  though  his  name  and  titles  appeared  on  several  Colonial 
issues.  By  Summer  1936,  the  Royal  Mint  was  hard  at  work  on  new  designs,  including  an  uncrowned  head  by  Thomas 
Humphrey  Paget  and  reverses  by  George  Kruger  Gray.  Here  the  new  King  made  extraordinary  demands.  He  wanted  natu- 
ralistic reverses,  perhaps  depictions  of  animals  such  as  the  sea  eagle  and  sturgeon. 


The  animals  yielded  to  Kruger  Gray’s  masterful  heraldic  art,  but  the  real  struggle  centered  on  the  portrait.  The  King 
insisted  on  facing  left,  as  his  father  had,  being  convinced  that  his  left  profile  was  his  better  side.  For  centuries  each 
monarch  face  the  opposite  way  from  his  predecessor,  but  after  much  argument  the  Royal  Mint  gave  in  and  the  rare  pat- 
terns show  the  King  facing  left. 


The  Royal  Mint  collection  holds  every  Edward  VIH  denomination  planned  from  bronze  Farthing  to  gold  5 Pounds,  but 
only  a minuscule  number  are  accessible  to  collectors.  The  appearance  of  even  a single  piece  is  a major  numismatic  event.

“Maundy,”  from  the  Latin  “Mandatum,”  means  commandment.  Maundy  Thursday  was  the  night  before  Jesus’ 
crucifi.vion,  when  He  gave  his  disciples  a new  commandment:  that  they  love  one  another.

Today,  the  silver  small  denomination  coinage  is 
minted  exclusively  for  presentation  to  groups  invited  to  attend  the  royal  Maundy  ceremony  held  annually  on 
I Maundy  Thursday  at  one  of  Great  Britain’s  many  historic  Cathedrals.

Brunk  does  list  the 
Indian  and  suggests  that  this  stamp  may  actually  be  a 
hub  die  manufactured  by  Manning,  Bowman  and  Com- 
pany and  intended  for  the  manufacture  of  buttons  for 
the  Massachusetts  State  Militia.  This  company  operated 
in  Meridian  and  Middletown,  Connecticut  as  well  as  in 
New  York  City  between  1869  and  1904.  The  host  coin  is 
a Fine  with  subsequent  distortion  from  the  counter- 
stamps. A wonderful  addition  to  any  specialized  counter- 
mark  collection  and  of  the  highest  rarity!

There  is  a lovely 
blend  of  deep  russet-gold  and  mauve  toning  on  either  side.  This  amazing  coin  is  unlike  any  other  Lincoln-Illinois  Half 
Dollau-  which  a collector  can  reasonably  expect  to  have  the  opportunity  to  examine  during  his/her  lifetime!  NGC  SPEC- 
IMEN MS64  and  accompanied  by  a photocopied  letter  from  Walter  Breen  wherein  he  unhesitatingly  declares  this  coin 
to  be  a proof.  According  to  Breen  in  his  “Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins”,  he  had  the  pleasure 
of  examining  only  two  such  proofs  although  apparently  as  many  as  two  others  had  been  reported  to  him!  (SEE  COLOR 
PLATE) 

The  text  of  Breen’s  letter  regarding  this  coin  is  worthy  of  mention.  In  part.  Breen  states,  “.../  unhesitatingly  declare  it  a gen- 
uine 1918  Lincoln  Commemorative  Vz  Dollar  Proof.”  “It  is  identifiable  as  a proof  by  the  surfaces  and  by  the  unusual  strik- 
ing quality,  wholly  superior  to  that  of  business  strikes,  on  which  far  fewer  breast,  neck  & wing  feathers  can  be  discerned, 
Lincoln’s  hair  & cheek  are  generally  flat,  his  neck  wrinkles  not  so  clear,  etc.  Note  also  the  broad  ‘squared’  borders.”
